The Mandate for Palestine. 7 

The texte of the Balfour Declaration and of the Mandate for 
Palestine have provided some pretty opportunities for pupul.. THE 
NEAR East, in its issue for last week, endeavoured to define the 
distinction “establish -2 Jewish National and 
“facilitate the establishment of a Jewish National 
Majesty's Government, it argued, is pledged to the lgtter and not to 
the former. “ The onus of directls: establishing the‘ I 
falls,” it said, “not on the Mandatory Power, but Dn the Jewish 
people itself.” I do not quarrel with this line of \reasoning, but 
THe Near East seems inclined to believe that the Mandatory 
Power has discharged its duty, and that the recent Conference of 
the Federation of Zionists of Great Britain and Ire'and had no 
justificat'on for its “very sbarp criticism.’ I endeavoured in my 
leading article last week to show that the Government has not yet 
done all it could to“ favilitate"’ the establishment of a Jewish 
National Home. It is not necessary now to pursue this point; it is 
sufficient to show that the Government itself does not argue that it 
has completely discharged its functions under the Mandate and that 
something still remains to be done. I need only cite the concluding 
words of the message of the Secretary of State for the Colonies to 
the American Zionists on January 7th: “In this matter, policy is 
constant though Governments change. And the present Govern- 
ment wi'l fulfil, not only in the letter but in the spirit, those solemn 
obligations which it is their duiy to discharge.” 


A Chief Rabbi in Parliament. 

The King of Yugoslavia has nominated the Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Alkalay, as a member of the Upper House of Parliament. This is not 
an unprecedented event; 1 believe that it has been anticipated both 
in Rumania and in Hungary. The news setme wondering, how- 
ever, what sort of a place our House of Lords Would be if, under 
some system of reform, it could include the heads of Other religious 
denominations in‘addition to the ecclesiastical hierachy of the 
Church of England. Dr. Hertz, we may be sure, would make their 
Lordships “sit up,’ and the House might not be able so o'ten to 
adjourn in time for dinner. It is true that it is only on very rare 
occasions that Jewish questions come before the House of 
Lords, bit nevertheless I have often sighed for the presence 
in the [louse of some Jewish peer prepared to take up the cudgels 
vigorously on behalf of the Jewish Community.

Jews and the League of Nations. 

Many Jews have still very hazy ideas as to the extent of the 
powers of the League of Nations to deal with cases of Jewish 
persecution or distress. I see that the poet Bialik, at a mais meet. 
ing held recently in Berlin, urged the presentation to the League of 
a monster Petition with at least half-a-million signatures, asking 
the Laague to relieve the tragic situation of the Jewish Youth in 
Eastern and Central Europe by mass emigration to Palestine. The 
reply of the League must necessarily be that the question of settle- 
ment in Palestine is essentially one that must be dealt with in the 
first place by the Mandatory Power. «The poct believes, according to 
the reports, that if the Leagueof Nations is faced with the real facts, 
it will not fail to come to the assistance of the young Jews. This, lam 
afraid, is poetic fancy. The League's activities are narrowly circum- 
scribed by the Covenant. There is no clause in the Covenant which 
would enable the League to take cognizance of the prob'em. In 1921, 
it Istrue, the International Red Cross and the other great charitable 
organisations, overwhelmed with the problem of the War refugees, 
asked the League to deal with the question as “the only super- 
national political authority capable of solving a problem which is 
beyond the power of exclusively humanitarian organisations.” But 


/ the political bases of the two problems are different. The refugees 


were for the most part Stateless, nobody's children. The distress of 
the Jews of Eastern Europe is a part of the problem of the general 
prevalent economic distress, though undoubtedly intensified by 
special economic and political factors. But in International Law it 
is stilla problem which ought to be the concern of the States of 
which the individual Jews are citizens. | 


The same misconceptions exist with regard to the Minorities 
Treaties. Whenever tere is an attack on Jews in Eastern or 
Central Europe, there is someone who urges that a Petition based 
on the Minorities Treaties should be presented to ‘the League of 
Nations. The Minorities Treaties lay specific obligations on Govern- 
ments, and it is only when a Government has been remiss that a 
Minorities Petilion can be well-founded. It has often been said that 
anti-Semitism in these days is popular” and not“ governmental,”’ 
as used to be the case before the War. In the event of anti-Jewish 
riots, it is sufficient for a Government to show that it has taken

fa Minorities Treaty. If it were apprehended that a Government 
was lax in taking precautions against the recurrence of anti-Semitic 
attacks in a State iu which they had already occurred, there would 
no doubt be a case for bringing a Petition before the League on the

It was-said, for instance, that not a single 
institution in Cape Town, which contains about one-fifth of the entire 
‘owish population of South Africa, was to be directly represented at 
‘he Congress, and that other Communities were in no better position, 
The South African Board of Deputies is, indeed, hampered by 
those geographical difficulties which have prevented the efficient 

‘tioning in the United States of any organisation analogous to 

oard of Deputies of British Jews, and will perbaps prove fatal 
‘o the recent attempt to establish a Board of Deputies in Canada. In 
this country, we are used to complaints from provincial Deputies 
that distance prevents their regular attendance at Board meetings. 
How guuch more difficult must it be in countries where a thousand 
miles and more separate constituencies from headquarters ! 


Our own Board of Deputies has, of course, been singularly 
fav oured.by the peculiar compactness of the British Isles. This is one 
of the principal factors -which enable it to function with regularity 
an efliciency; 80 much: so, indeed, that many Congregations are apt 
to take its existence for granted and to leave to others the burden 
ofits financial support. The Board's expenditure is comparatively 
modest-—about £2,000 a year;semall if considered in relation to the 
Jewish population of some 300,000. It is consiantly prevented from 
embarking on larger schemes by lack of means, yet it has never 
been able to solve properly. the problem of securing adequate 
contributions from some of s#s~canstituent Synagogues.

inderlying it is, of course, that Jews the world over have 


acquired individually ‘or collectively a vast and more or less illicit 
power which they use successfully for the promotion of Jewish or 
supposedly Jewish interests. Well, if there ever was a Jewish 


interest, it was the paramount need for abolishing the legal and 
extra-legal disabilities of the race in various lands. How IMs the 


all-powerful Jewish Influence fared in this vital respect ? 
\ot all the efforts of the alleged Jewish i’ress, of Jewish States- 
men and bankers and committees and Joint Foreign Committees 


have succeeded in making headway against the evil. For years the 
Jews of many countries dashed their heads in vain sgainst the walls 
of the Russian Pale of Settlement, while the butchery of their co- 
religionists went on merrily within. It took an internal revolution 
to level those barriers! Jewish Influence is powerless to-day 
against the anti-Semitic students of Vienna and Bucharest. It 
is helpless in the face of the Nazi portent. It cannot succour 
the de-classed Jews of Russia, or mitigate the anti-Jewish dis- 
crimination in the United States, or rescue the moribund Jewry 
of Turkey. E¥®n South Africa, in the building of which Jews 
played a conspicuous - part, and where, .if anywhere, Jewish 
influence should have been able to make itself felt, passed not long

HERE many of those haunted by the Jewish Influence 
obsession have gone wrong, I suspect, is in their confusion 
of the influence of Jews with Jewish influence. The one denotes 
merely the power of single individuals; the other, power wielded in 
combination for specifically Jewish purposes, usually baleful. In 
the former case, individual Jews occupying important positions 
have been known, on occasion, to work for some powerful 
Jewish Cause. The-late Lord Rothschild is believed to have 
used his influence: on behalf of his Russian co-religionists, 
and I think intervened with the Pope during the currency 
of the Beilis blood libel scandal. Sir Herbert Samuel, again, in the 
Cabinet which issued the Balfour Declaration, waxed lyrical on the 
subject of Zionism, and Asquith noted the fact in his diary with 
wonderment that one normally so cold and detached could so glow 
with fervour. “ Was Disraeli right after all?” he asked. “Is race 
everything ?”’ 

But all these and similar instances that could be mentioned 
mark only the influence of a few Jewish’ individuals. Many, 
perhaps most, Jews in high places, do not use their position 
on behalf of their co-religionists. “They would regard the 
suggestion as irrelevant, not to say improper. In our own 
British Parliament we have seen large numbers of Jewish 
Members. who. have been conspicuous. by their ‘absence 
when Jewish questions have been raised——to the astonishment of 
some non-Jewish Members. No, the fact that some Jews occupy 
high positions does not mean that Jewish Influence is being exerted. 
The dignities won by a few Jewsgin general activities are a very 
different thing fram an organised Jewish Influence permeating the 
world and controlling its. policies. Yet, if a Jewish writer, or 
banker, or sculptor, ordinarily quite aloof from his: race, gives 
some alleged ground for offence, the cry -of the Jew and his 
pernicious “ influence" is lable to be raised and our people to suffer 
accordingly. 

OR myself, though I contend that Jewish Influencé*is megligible, 

_or at any rate greatly exaggerated, I see no reason why it 
should not exist, directed to worthy purposes, and to Jewish purposes 
where just. There are some fifteen million Jews in the world. They 
are entitled to a voice in its destinies. After all, they are far more 


numerous than the smaller nationalities of which we hear so much. 


—more numerous than Belgium, for which this country went 
into the late war; more numerous than Serbia, which started 
the conflagration. But their digpersion is, of cotirse, theyre 
undoing. Not only have they no real soil of Their own, 
but their very presence, often unwelcome, as a minority among 
various nations, creates odium and causes the cry of Jewish 
Influence to be raised even when their conduct is innocent of such 
motive. Jewish Influence may one day be exerted and the Law 
may yet go forth from Zion, but it will only do so without challenge 
when the Jewish National idea emerges definitely from dreamland 
and the Jew can call his ancestral home his own,

Mr. OSWALD JOHN SIMON. 


The death occurred last week of Mr. Oswald John Simon. The 
deceased was the youngest son of the late Sir John Simon, Serjeant- 
at-Law, the famous Anglo-Jewish lawyrcr and fighter for Jewish 
emancipation. He was educated privately and at Balliol College, 
Oxford, where be was a contemporary of Dr. Claude Montefiore, 
with whom he formed a life-long friendship. The influence of Dr. 
Jowett, coupled with the inspiring teaching of his mother, combined 
to give a strong religious bias tohis character. He devoted his life 
to intellectual pursuits and communal and religious work. He 
wrote a novel, “ The World and the Cloister,” which attained a fair 
measure of success, and a volume of essays entitled “ Faith and 
Experience,” in which he set forth his attitude to many of the 
problems of life. He was a contributor to the JEWISH QUARTERLY 
REVIEW and other periodicals, mostly but not exclusively on Jewish 


subjects. He was a member of the Council of the West London 
Synagogue, and joined the Jewish Religious Union \at its 
foundation, but he tendered his resignation at the ti the 


foundation of the Liberal Synagogue was proposed, expressing 
divergence from some of the views put forward by Dr. Monte- 
fiore on the subject of the Higher Criticism and other matters. 
He added: “Notwithstanding that the forms of observance, ‘of 
belief, and of worship to which Lam accustomed differ from those 
of our traditional and Orthodox co-religionists, I have always been 
couscious of a mysterious bond with them which seems to bridge 
over the gu!f; and I can hardly find words to express my reverence 
for and sympathy with certain aspects of the historic presentation 
of our Faith.” Mr. Simon in his younger days was a lay preacher of 
no little distinction, his addresses being permeated with deep 
religious feeli: g and cast in attractive literary form. 

Mr. Simon was a member of the Council and Executive of the 
Anglo-Jewish Asscciatioh, to which he was co-opted in 1882, and of 
He was also a member of the Russc- 
Jewish Committee. He resigned from the Council in 1911 on 
account of ill-health, and was then elected Vice-President, a position 
which he beld till his death. He was a determined opponent of the 
methods of Chris'ian conversionists, and he more than once corre’ 
sponded with leading ecciesiaslics on the subject. He led a protest 


conversionist meeting. He served on the Committee of tho Jews’ 
Infant Sehools, and at one time was a member of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board. He also represented Derby at the Board 
of Deputies. He was one of the founders of the Maccabeans, having 
been one of the “ Wandering Jews who used to meet at the house 
of the late Asher 1. Myers. Mr. Simon was unmarried. 

Dr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE wiites: 

Nothing is more difficult tham to write any sort of appreciation 
about an intimate personal friend. I remember once, many years 
ago, saying h4lf in jest to Oswald Simon: “If I die before you, will 
you_write some nice things about mein THE Jawise CHRONICLE?” 
And I remember bis reply: “1 .am much tao fond of you to write 
a single word about you.” I feel somewhat the same. Moreover, I 
have to write very burriedly, and agaitst time. And ‘the difficulty 
is increased when there is rot so very much to say gbout the déar 
friend's public life, but when there would be a great deal to say of 
his ioner and private life and of bis character, for it is precisely of 
these that those who have cared for the man most wish least of all 
to speak. 

-Oswald John Simom (he likéd to use bis second name as well -as 
the first, because it was his father's) was some two to three years 
older than I. From a comparatively carly age his father. Sir John 
Simon, had treated him, so to speak, as companion as well as son: 
he wgs, for instance, coustantly taken. to. the Honse of Commons, and 
ifStened to mahy a duel between Disraeli and Gladstone: Sir John 
would tell him, tee, about the luminaries of the I-gal world, and also 
abcut the affairs and the leaders of tho Jewish Community. Oswald 
suffered, I think, even from his early years, from defective eyesight, and 
his father, recognising the ability of his youngest son, and devotedly 
attached to him, sought in this way, as in other ways, to seeure 
him compensations. Much that most of us learn from books Oswald 
had to learn from conversations, or from books being read aloud ie bj 
Endowed with a powerful memory (which gift he retained all his life), 
Oswald was really better educated at seventeen in several asp cts of life 
than many a young man of twenty-one. It was a fortunate thing for him 
that Dr. Jowett, the famous Master Balliol, hearing of this clevér 
youth, who was handicapped by (at that time) an almost total inability 
to read, iavited him to become. a member of the college, without having 
passed, and without having to sit for, any of the. usual examinations. | It 
was at Balliol that I (coming up two years later than usua}} first got to

LECTURE BY MR. G. R. DRIVER. 
ews College, last week, the course of lectures on “ The 
Background of the Bible,” was continued ynder the auspices of 
the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. The lecturer was Mr. G. R. 


Driver, M.A. (Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford), and his subject.

Driver opened his lecture by giving detai's of the legends of 
the Creation. He said that some twelve fragments, bearing reference 
to those ‘egends, had been discovered. .Twoof them had a Sumerian 
source. us the survival of the Sumerian original beside the Semitic 


rendering preved: But no precise date could be assigned to any of 


them. The extant copies ranged from the old Assyrian to the neo-. 


Babylonian period, butin mot a few cas:s the copyists had added 
notes to the effect that their. texts were taken from older tablets. 


Moreover. although the eartiest extant copies of the most famous of 
them the eo-called enuma elish, could”be assigned on'y to the 


10th or 12. h centuries B.c., a description of certain works ofart with 


which Agum-Kakrime, 9th king of the Cassite dynasty, adorned 
Various sanctuaries: of Marduk and Zarpanit, showed that they 
Were in ucnced strongly bythatepic. It might be assumed 
that it was well known, and was possibly already ‘committed to 
Writing by the time ofthe first Babylonian dynasty. The lecturer then 
proceecec to give some details of the wr he fragments bearing on the 
st ry of the Creation, All the Semitic fragments, be said, except 
the great Epie of Creation: were equally fragmentary. Another Epic 
~that of Gilgamesh—had left its mark on the opening chapt'rs of 
the Old Testament. That was a fir longer work than the Epic of 
Creation, for it comprised no less than twelve tablets which 
originally contained some 800 lines each. A fragment of a Sumerian 
legend of the Deluge’ was" extant, putting back its date into the 
fourth viltennium B.c., and three tablets bearing Semitic versions 
Which could not“be dated much later than 2,000 8.c., also existed. 
lt was clear, said Mir. Driver, in conclusion, that those Accadian 
legends underlaythe' Hebrew stories in the early chapters of Genesis ; 
botcniy were they closely similar in outline and often in detail,

Expansion of the Library. 

The CHAIRMAN reported the progress made with regard to the 
furnishing of the Classrooms, the Council Room and the other 
rooms in the new Communal Centre building; removal from Queen 
Square House to the new building and the staffing of the Library in 
the new premises. In this connection, Mr. Japhet reported that the 
Executive Committee had referred tack to the Library Sub-Com- 
mittee for re-consideration the question of the employment of a 
whole-time Assistant Librarian at a salary of £100 to £150 per anoum. 

The CHATRMAN said that it was their intention to make the 
Library useful to the who'e Community and, indeed, to. the public 
at large. If their Library was to be the success which they all 
hoped it would be, they must have someone not only to assist the 
Librarian but to be there during the hours when people came for 
information. 

Dr. DAtcues asked if it was their intention fo allow people to 
use the Library without a ticket. After all, he said, it was not 2 
public Library. Would anybody be allowed to enter the Library? 

The CHAIRMAN: Yes. Whatis the good of a Public Library if 
people cannot go there ? 

Dr. Daiches: It is not a Public Library; it is a specialists’ 
Library. 

The CHAIRMAN : We shall make it a Publie Library. 

Sir ROBERT. WALEY COHEN ‘urged the Council not to commit 
themselves to the extra expenditure which the appointment of an 
Assistant Librarian would entail. He could, he said, think of a 
dozen ways in which the desired result could be obtained without 
increasing the expenditure. There should be no appointment of an 
Assistant Librarian until the whole financial situation of the College 
had been examined.

Joint Foreign Committee. 


Mr, LEONARD G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) 
presented the report of the Joint Foreign Committes. 

Amons.other matters dealt with in the report is the situation 
of the Jews in Germany, and the statement is made that the Com. 
mittee have carefully considered-the negotiations that recently took 
place between Dr. Briining, the German Chancellor, and the 
Nationalist leaders, Adolf Hitler and Hugenberg, and their possible 
effect on the Jewish situation in Germany. | 

The position of Jews in Germany, said Mr. Montefiore, still 
remained very difficult and obscure. Two im>ortant events were, 
however, pending. One was the election for the Presidency and the 
other was the Prussian elections. Until these two events took place 
it was impossible to say what would happen. There was no doubt 
that there was very great nervous tension in Germany, which just 
now was peculiarly susceptible to mass suggestion. He thought it 
was probable, however, that the power of the Hitler party, which 
had so far been very strong, might possibly begin to ebb, as they all 
hoped it would. 

Discussion then centred around the position of Polish Jewry. 

Mr. Jctius JunGc (Mile End New Town) read extracts from a 
letter in German which, he said, he had received from a prominent 
Polish citizen in official and intimate touch with the Jewish students 
of Poland. It was important, the writer of the letter urged, that 
democratic world opinion should express itself both against the 
Professors of the Polish Universities and the Polish Students-Union 
in order to avoid a repetition of the pogroms. 

Mr. Harry GAVENTA, who bas just returned from a fortnight's

A SERIOUS STUDY OF PALESTINE. 


ENGLAND IN PALESTINE,” by Norman Bentwich. (Kegan Paul, 
12s. 6d.) 


Reviewed by Leonard J. Stein. 

No one who had lived in Palestine with his eyes open for more 
than fifteen years could help having something interesting to say 
about it, and certainly no one who had held the influential position 
ro long occupied by Mr. Bentwich. Accordingly, one approaches 
“ Bya@LAND IN PALESTINE” with high expectations—all the more so 
as. to sume extent at least, it breaks new ground. . As Mr. Bentwich 
rightly points out, many books~perhaps too many —have been 
written about Pales stine in the last few years, but none which gives 
a connected account of British policy and administrative practice 
on the lines of Milner’s “ ExGuanp IN Eoypt.’ This is the task 
which Mr. Bentwich bas set bimself, and it may be said at once 
(indeed it almost goes without saying) that he has accomplished it 
wifl) a considerable measure of success. His book is divided into 
two distinct parts. Roughly two-thirds of it are devoted to the 
post-War history cf- Palestine. The remaining third consists of a 
detailed account of the machinery of the Government in i's various 
aspecis—the Executive, the Legislative Power, and the Judiciary. 
Both sections deal fully with Trans-Jordan as well as with Western 
Palestine—a valuable feature of the work, since exact information 
about the rather queer little Principality is not easily accessible to the 
general reader. A useful collection of documents is added in an 
Appendix. 

Mr. Bentwich bas only just. retired (er been retired) from a 
high’ofticial post in circumstances too well known to need gecalling. 
It would be quite unlite him.t» ven‘ilate his own just grievance, to 
which he makes only (lt think) one oblique reference; in recording 
the disbandment of the British Jews enrolled as special constables 
in August, 1929, he remarks that “that was the beginning. of 
discrimination ‘between British Jews and non-Jews in the Govern- 
ment. His personal connection with the events he records does 
affect his account of them, but only in the sense that he seems to feel 
that it imposes upon bim acertain restraint which inevitably makes 
the book a Jiltle colourless. The facts, or many of them, are accurately 
and authoritatively ect forth; but they do not seem quite to come 
alive or to be fused by an imaginative interpretation into acoherent 
whole. The result is a photegraph—in many ways a very good photo. 
graph—but rot quite a picture. It is amusing to set Mr. Bentwich’s 
staid narrative, in which the Administration is shown majestically 
broadening’ down from precedent to precedent, side by side 
vith Mr. Horace Samuel's puckish account of the same 
period in his mildly seandalous reminiscences. Unholy 
Memories of the Holy Land” shows Palestine seen through 
a distorting mirror, but it is difficult. to suppose that it 
‘i3s all unadulterated fiction. The contrast is so striking 
that it seems hardly . credible that two books about the 
same country could give such totally different impressions. As 
a reliable guide I frankly prefer Mr. Bentwich, but even those 
who give the Administration all the credit it deserves for its 
solid achievements in Palestine may be pardoned for feeling 
that be is a trifle too complacent and uncritical. This, how- 
ever, may be duc to a very natural reticence; and where the 
Palestine Administration is not directly involved Mr. Bentwich 
does Hot besitate to speak bis mind freely. He leaves no doubt 
es to his unflattering opinion of the Passfield White Paper, 
nor does he hesitate to make it clear that he considers that 
the Shaw Inquiry was mismanaged and that the Commission weakly 
allowed itself to be entangled in major questions of policy which 
were distinctly outside its terms of reference. In connection with 
the Shaw Inquiry, he makes the interesting point (in which I 
believe there is some substance) that “the attitude of the Zionists 
in attacking the Palestine Administration” had the unfortunate 
effect of estravging official and English sympathy, and driving the 
Administration to the side of the Arabs.” The Mandates Com- 
mission's comments on the Shaw Report served, in his view, “ to 
fortify antago.ism to the Jewish cause which had engendered the 


trouble.”

Mr. W. H. CURWEN said that learning wisdom from life and ever 
seeking truth, the ordinary man came to define religion as a one- 
ness with the cosmos, an ecstatic easing of the soul identifying 
his mind with all that was, is, and will be, He did not find it 
essential to attach himself to any particular school of thought in 
order to requite the demands of his inner religious consciousness. 

Ms. Srpney Levine said that he felt convinced thnut L b°ral 
Judaism was not nor ever would be the religion of the ordiuary 
man. He felt that its very austerity made it above the ordinary 
man. He felt sure that if anyone compared other forms of Jewish 
religious worship with the form of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
they would say that they felt more religious by attending the Liberal 
Synagogue. service. :

SIN seem to imply 
that cremation of the Jewish dead is quite legal. Certainly, of all 
the men I have known, Mr. Greenberg most deserves burial in 
Palestine on account: of his persistent efforts in the cause of 
Zionism, I, for one, should like most of all to see his remains 
deposited in the Cave of Machpelah, the cemetery of our patriarchs, 
Or perhaps even more so, at Beth Lechem, where is the tomb 
of Rachel. Jeremiah tells us that Ka ‘hel was brokenhearted 
at the captivity of ber children.(” A voice is heard at Ramah:

THE LORD ROTHSCHILD MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 

Among the Synagogue Libraries there is one to which I should 
like, to ca!l the special attention of my fast London friends, V1Z., 
The Lord Rothschild. Memorial Library,” located at the East

In this connection, he expressed his conviction that if a Hebrew 
text-book were published similar to those issued by Hugo's, it would 
enjoy an enormous sale and would, he felt sure, also be studied by 
large numbers of non-Jews. In his opinion, the Hebrew books that 
were available were the most difficult published in connection with 
any language. 

The Major makes it a labour of love to delve deeply into the 
genesis of Hebrew words, a number of which he wrote down on a 
piece of paper in the course of our chat in order to drive home some 
salient point. He also quoted many passages from the Book of Job 
and the Psalms, with the object of emphasising the beauty of the 
Hebrew tongue. | 

Our conversation naturally turned to Palestine and the Jewish 
people. 

“Tam intensely interested,” he said,.“‘in Palestine. What is 
happening at the present time, I regard as the fulfilment of Biblical 
prophecy. firmly believe that the Jews have a Divine mission to 
carry out, and the very-fact of their existence bears, in my opinion, 
ample testimony to the permanence of things spiritual. The 
spiritual content of the New Testament ig,drawn from the Old and is 
a tributary of a great stream that ae flowing through the 
centuries. | 
To whom,” he proceeded to ask, “could the Apostles go for 
their literature and for their spiritual conceptions except to the Old 
Testament and the Prophets?" 

Major Procter paid a generous tribute to Jews for their intel- 
lectuality, benevolence, sobriety and industry, and attributed 
the persecutiocxs to which they were subjected to sheer envy of the 
high atiainments which redounded so much to their credit. Such 
persecutions he unhesitatingly condemned as acts of barbarism of 
the worst possible kind and as the utter antithesis to true 
Christianity. 

We next discussed the National Home in Palestine. 

“I think,” he declared, “that the Jewish people ought to have a 
National Home—a rallying centre. ‘This was the desire of the 
Prophets, and I think that that desire is slowly but surely coming to 
fruition. But I cannot help thinking that it will be a great loss to 
the world if the Jewish contribution is confined solely to the

NOTES ON THE SEDRA., 


Sabbath M5wa, Exodus xiii., 17—xvii., 16. 

XIV.,16. “ Lift thou up thy rod.” The Hebrew text inserts the 
pronoun before the verb, not for the sake of emphasis, but because 
the command in the preceding verse was intended for the children 
of Israel as a whole, whereas in this verse it was addressed to Moses 
personally. It should be reproduced in translation as follows: “ And 
as for thee, lift-up thy rod.”” What was the object of the aci of 
stretching out the rod, since it is afterwards stated that “the Lord 
caused the sea to go back by a strong east wind”? The answer 
which suggests itself is that God wished to avoid giving the people 
any ground for thinking that the division of the waters was 
accidental. Moses’ action would impress upon them that the wind 
had been deliberately sent to make a passage for them. 

Verse 17. “I willget Me honour upon Pharaob.” The American. 
Jewish translation has adopte lthis rendering of the Revised Version: 
but “ through Pharaoh” expresses the meaning more clearly. What 
was about to happen at the Red Sea would lead to the glorification 
of the Divine Name, not in the sense that God's power to over- 
throw the might of man would be manifested, but His authority 
as the supreme Judge would be vindicated. Rashi, commenting 
on verse 4 of the chapter, very aptiy quotes in illustration of 
the. thought: will plead against him CMOEWS “I will show 
Myself as Judge’) . . . thus will | magnify Myself and 
sanctify Myself” (Ezek. xxxviii..22f.).

by the mention of “chariots and horsemen.” These were 
considered the power which ensured the safety of a nation and 
protected it from defeat; but there was to be a demonstration that 
material force cannot avail against the might of God. ‘Thé histopy 
of mankind affords abundant evidence that material strength does 
not always prevail and so verifies the teaching of the passage of the 
Red Sea. | 

Verse 19. “The angel of God.” In xiii., 21, we are informed, 
“ The Lord went before them by day in a pillar of cloud to lead 
them the way, and by night in a pillar of fire to give them light.’ 
The identification of God and His angel is not an infrequent feature 
of Biblical narratives. Compare Genesis xxxi:, 11 and 13, Exodus 
iii., 2and 6. We bave likewise not to think of “ the angel of God” 
and “ the pillar of cloud” as two distinct entities. The cloud was 
the visible manifestation of the Divine Presence. In the circum. 
stances now described, the Israclites did not require guidance in 
front of them but protection against an attack from the enemy in 
the rear. For that reason the cloud moved behind them. 

Verse 20. “The cloud and the darkness.” The Targum. of 
Jonathan explains that there was one column producing two 
different effects: “The cloud was half light and half darkness, the - 
light illuminating the Israelites and the darkness enshrouding the 
Egyptians.” According to this view the two nouns are equivalent, 
as often in Hebrew, to a noun and an adjective, i.e., “a dark cloud.” 
It seems simpler, however, to regard the.two words as distinct. 
The “ darkness" refers to the ordinary blackness of night, and the 
“cloud” assumed its usual form of ° fire” after the setting of the 
sun. That being so, the verse describes the miraculous phenomenon 
of darkness and light existing simultaneously side by side, the 
former for the Egyptians and the latter for the Israelites. 

An alternative explanation is suggested by the Septuagint 
which reads 929" instead of ANN". In addition we bave the 
explicit statement of Joshua xxiv, 7, “ He put darkness between you 
and the Egyptians,’ and there is no wention of the night being lit 
up for Israel. By accepting the reading of the Septuagint and like-. 
wise altering JWNM to WN we get this sense: “And the cloud 
remained darkness (i.¢,, if did not turn to fire as it usually did) and 
the night passed without one coming near to the other all the 
In this way the narratives of Exodus and Joshua are 
brought into perfect harmony; but to explain a difficult text by 
resorting to emendations is like cutting a knot instead of patiently 
untyipg it, and should be avoided: except where the evidence of 
textual corruption is conclusive. .

_ “Oppression,” an Offensive Lie.

The Hon. Ivor Montagu addressed a crowded meeting last 

Sunday, at the Cheetham Town Hall, on “Jewish Colonisation’ in 
Soviet Russia,” under the auspices of the Friends of the Soviet 
Union. The lecturer said that the alleged oppression of Jews in 
Soviet Russia was an offensive lie. The Soviet Government had 
liberated all Jews from the disabilities imposed under the Tsar's 
regime. It had offered special facilities to bring the Jews into 
agriculture and had formed colonies where Jews lived as a national 
entity. When this scheme had developed suffic:ently, the Soviet 
Government would encourage the forming of a Jewish National 
Soviet Republic. There was no truth in the alleged suppression of 
Jewish activities. 


Anomalies of Polish Justice. 


Self-Defence a Punishable Crime. 
[From our Correspondent.—W Arsaw. | 

Five further trials have been he'd in Vilna in connection with 
the serious anti-Jewish outrages which occyrred there in November 
last. But instead of punishment being given to the attackers, tlre 
attacked are being sent to prison. Last week one Jew was sentenced 
to one-and-a-balf years’ imprisonment for attacking Christians.” 
This week three other Jews received a similar punishment for the 
same alleged offence, and one Jew was sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment. A Christian who was accused of breaking the 
windows of several Jewish shops was sentenced to seven days’ 
detention only, and another accused of a similar assault was freed 
altogether. Jews have been attacked, yet Jews are imprisoned and nol 
those who attacked them. It appears that the judges, whena Jew is 
brought before them and accused of having taken part in disturb- 
ances, bring the charge under a different statute from the one used 
when a Christian comes before them. To the Jews, Article 122 is 
applied. This article of the Russian code speaks about people 
participating in public disturbances with “a view to causing racial 
enmity and hatred,” and allows a sentence of imprisonment up to 
two years in duration. But the Christians are tried under another 
Article, which speaks about “ the disturbance of the public peace,” 
and allows a punishment of a few days’ detention, 
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Jews Starving in Riga. 
About thirty starving Jewish unemployed in Riga attacked and 
Seriously damaged the Jewish bakery of M. Baron. They cut the 
electric wires, destroyed the goods in the shop and broke all the 
windows there. They also thrashed the employees and the owner of 
the shop. Finally, the police arrived, but most of the rioters 
succeeded in escaping. Three of them, however, were arrested, 


Spain Helps Jewish Culture. 
A Hebrew Chair at the University. 


PRESS ATTACK ON JEWS, 

According to a report in the Spanish Press a Hebrew Chair will 
be established at the University of Salamanca in the near future, 
occupied by a prominent Jewish savant, who, it is surmised, will be 
Professor Yahuda. 7 

The Spanish Ministry of Education, following the recent visit 
of the Minister of Education to Spanish Morecco and his address at 
a Jewish gathering at Tetuan, has decidcd to comply with the 
request of the Jewish leaders in Spanish Morocco and invite afew 
Hebrew teachers from Palestine to teach Hebrew in the Talmud 
Torahs in Spanish Morocco.

Latent Dangers in Europe. 


Lieut.-Colonel C. L'Estrange Malone discussed the prob'em of 
minorities in a lecture he delivered to the Manchester Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies on Sunday. He said that it was a tragedy 
that the Disarmament Conferenc» was to meet ata time when the 
world was faced with such terrible economic difficulties, when there 
was an intensification of suspicious Nationalism.

mdow of the well-known firm of tailors, Messrs. Pope and Bradley, 
14, Olu Bond Street, W.1. 

I walked into the shop and asked to see the Proprietors about it. 

" Don’t you think,” I asked Mr. Bradley, jun., into whose office 
I was conducted, “that this notice is extremely offensive to the 
Jewish people?” 

Mr. Bradley, who received me very courteously, said that what 
this particular notice intended to imply was that Jewish labour had 
the monopoly of the cheaper clothes, which he said they made 
extremely well at the price, and that only the highest priced labour 
was employed in the firm's establishment. 

“In fact,” he went on, “the distinction between the highest 
priced hand-labour and those clothes which are made outside is in 
all cases emphasised by the fact that outside labour is performed 
by Jews, while the inside and more expensive labour is done by 
Christians.” 

I again pointed out the offensiveness of the notice and suggested 
that in any case it coutd have been worded: “Only the highest 
priced labour is employed here.” Mr. Bradley agreed, and said that 
since I had pointed out the implication and anti-Semitic character 
of the notice, he very much regretted that it should have appeared. 

“I regret the implication,” he said, “ because it creates tho 
impression of disrespect for the Jews, which we do not entertain 
towards them. We, as a firm, bave a great respect for the many 
admirable qualities of the Jews.” 

Mr. Bradley agreed that the sentence in question had been badly 
worded, and asked me to tell the readers of Tur Jewish CHRONICLE 
that a new notice would be put in the window in the course of a 
few days.

Joint Jewish Education Board. 


|\From our Correspondent.) 


\ meeting of the Board was held on Sunday. Mr. Herbert M. 
Adler was welcomed by Mr. Levy Davis, the President, who was in the 
Chair. The Rey. I. W. Slotki reported that circulars, with regard to the 
Essay Competitions of the Union of Literary Societies, had been sent 
to all classes in Manchester and Salford and surrounding towns. 
The grant-of £20 from the Central Education Committee of the 
Jewish Memorial Council for books for the Day Schools had been 
renewed. Mr. J. Mamlock said that the class for Hebrew Literature, 
recently opened at the Grove House Lads’ CJub, had been closed 
through the lack of students. Mr. Herbert Adler addressed the 
Board on the importance of the work of the Jewish Study Circles. 
He deplored the reduction of the numbers atténding the Religion 
Classes of the North Manchester and Old Hebrew Congregations, 
but was looking forward to the expansion of the Jvriah School for 
Girls, under the Talmud Torah Schools. ‘The provision of equipped 
teachers, he said, was a matter of urgency. He suggested that some 
means of co-operation be found between the Talmud Torah and 


Jews’ Schools, whereby the overlapping of hours on Sundays might 
be avoided. 


Mr. lL. Rosenblum was of the opinion that Yeshibot did not train 
teachers. A knowledge of Talmud did not necessarily carry with 
it a certificate of teaching ability. . Mr. I. Wolfson maintained that 
all teachers should be under the supervision of the Education Board. 
The Rev. Dr. H. Freedman suggested that a School Leaving Certificate 
he offered, under the auspices of the Talmud Torah Schools, with 
the co-operation of the Central Committee for Jewish Education. 
Mr. A, Finestone complained of the apathy of parents to Jewish 
Education. Tbe Rev. M. M. Cohen spoke of the 
establishing classes at the South Broughton Cofigregation. 

Tie Rey. I. W. Slotki supported Mr. Adler’s suggestion with 
reference to co-operation between the Talmud Torah and the Jews’ 
Schools. There was, he thought, no need for the establi hment of 
fresh systems of examinations and certificates. The preparation 
for the Jews’ College examination would raise the standard of 
education, as private teachers also would naturally desire to prepare 
pupils for these examinations in order not to lose the confidence of 
the public.

DIVIDEND MAINTAINED. 

The Tenth General Meeting of Michael Nairn and Greenwich, Ltd., was 
held on Monday last at Winchester House, London, E.C, 

Sir Michael Nairn, Bt. (the Chairman), said that at their Annual Meeting 
last year he had referred to the difficult trading conditions which had existed 
in ths years 1929 and 1930, and had sugg sted that the immediate business out- 
look was not encouraging. That had, unfortunately, proved to be correct, and 
was fully confirmed by the experience of virtually all industrial companies in 
this country to-day. It was only to be expected that in the year now under 
review the trading results of their associated companies would be adversel\ 
affected. The profits of the Greenwich Inlaid Linoleum Company were reduced 
gare with those of the previous year and a lower dividend had been 
paid, bat the balanc®-sheet of that Company disclosed a strong financial posi- 
tion. However. when trade conditions revived, their modern works at 
Greenwich were well equipped to take the fullest advantage of the first signs 
of returning prosperity. 

Their principal associated company, Michael Nairn & Co., had also had to 
face heavy weather in 1031, but had stood up to the storm successfully and 
found themselves in the position to pay out of the earnings of their last 
financial vear a rate of dividend which enabled Michael Nairn and Greenwich 
to declare the same dividend as last year. He feit sure shareholders would 
revard thatas an extremely gratifying result. The dividend declared by Michael 
Nairn & Co. hod been decided upon after proper provision had been made by 
them for depreciation and various forms of reserves. 

THE FUTURE. 

It was as difficult as ever to say anything definite about the fature. The 
cloud of trade depression sti hung over the world, and no country remained 
unaffected by its influence. It could not, however, last for ever and, unfortunate 
as its effects had been, it was bringing home to many the much-needed lesson 
of the essential interdependence of the nations of the world. No nation could 
live to itse!f or long remain pro-¢perous if other nations found themselves in 
financial-and economic difficulties. It was not too much to hope that the 
realisation of that fact might eventually bring about an enlightened. policy 
which would result in removing some of the obstacles such as Reparations and 
international War Debts, which delinitely stood in the way of progress and the 
trade revival which the world &tood in such urgent need. He did not Wish to 
labour th wint; but he referred to it because, in his opinion, as a business 
man, jAvas a most important element in the present international situation, 
whiet bad such a direct bearing on world trade generally. 


rom the acconnts it would be seen that their-.income for the. year, 
represented by dividends from investments, etc., amounted to £211,252, as 
compared with £219,223 last vear. The Board recommended a final dividend 
of 74 per cent., making 124 per cent., less income tax, for the vear, leaving to 
be carried forward £57,614 as compared with £58,609 last vear. He had 
referred last vear to the question of national and municipal expenditure, and 
had suggested that it was absoluiely essential for the country to adopt a poliey 
of rigid economy. <A step had undoubtedly been taken in that direction by the 
National Government, and he sincerely hoped that the policy of economy 
would be continued.

A YEAR OF FINANCIAL CRISES, 


The sixty-fourth ordinary General Meeting of Alexanders Discount Com- 
pany, Limited, was held on January 20th, at 24, Lombard Street, B.C. 

Mr. Colin Frederick Campbell (the Chairman), in the course of his speech, 
said: “ When we last met, we little anticipated that the year 1931 was to witness 
a financial crisis of the magnitude of the one we are now experiencing. Indica- 
tions then pointed to a perio! of cheap money and we were mainly concerned 
with the narrow margin existing between money and bilis. At that time, how- 
ever, even the most optimistic of us had some misgivings. We certain|y felt 
anxious about the continued strain on the Sterling exchanyve and we were 
beginning to realise the dangerous situation which the payment of War Debts 
and Reparations was eventually bound to bring about. r 

“The first real shock came in May, when it’ was announced that Austria’s 
leading bank, the Credit Anstalt, was in difficulties. Lack of confitlence through. 
out the world was thereby intensified and one of its earliest reactions was 
feltin Germany. The credit crisis which had been simmering there since 
the elections in September, 1930, came toa head and an unparalleled situation 
faced not only Germany but the whole world. A gleam of hope appeared in June 
when President Hoover made his vreat suggestion of a year’s moratorium in 
respect of War Debts. For various reasons this welcome gesture did not affor’, 
the measure of relief anticipated and those foreign banks which had granted 
credits to Germany had noalternative but toagree to an extension of their credits 
for six months, otherwise Germany would have been bound to take the 
disastrous step of an open default. The Standstill Agreement expires on the 
29th February, and we are now awaiting with no little interest the results of 
the negotiations which are taking place in Berlin. 


SUSPENSION OF THE GOLD STANDARD. 


“ The crisis in Germany was followed by a lack of confidence, on the part of 
the Continent, in the financial stability of this country ; the heavy withdrawal 
of foreign funds from London ; the efforts and failare to support the exchange 
rate with the help of the French and American credits, culminating on 
September 2ist in the suspension of the Gold Standard.
